Colonel Cordier emphasized fact 
that the above personal description did 
not bear the slightest resemblance to 
Dreyfus, but resembied much more closely 
another officer whose name had been 
mentioned and could no longer be prose- 
cuted or convicted. 

Referring next to what he styled the 
“huge undertaking of Richard Cuers, La- 
joux & Co.,’’ the colonel declared the ob- 
ject was nothing less than reciting Ger- 
man spies for the service of the French 
government. 

One of Cuers’s special services, contin- 
ued the witness, was furnishing Germany 
with false information. He therefore was 
sometimes obliged to say he had succeed- 
ed in subordinating a French officer,and in 
this way, Cuers was induced to declare 
he had obtained the collaboration of an 
officer of the headquarters staff. Proof 
of this could be found at headquarters in 
a dossier of false documents delivered to 
Germany. 

“These documents,’ added Colonel 
dier, ‘‘are no doubt in all the better order 
because the archivist, Gribelin, wears biue 
spectacies.”’ (Laughter.) 

Colonel Jouaust calied the witness to 
order and the remark was withdrawn, 
Witness declaring, amidst peals of laugh- 
ter: “It escaped me, Monsieur le Presi- 
dent. I withdraw the spectacles.”’ 

Leakage After the Arrest. 

Cordier then described the events prior 
to the arrest of Dreyfus and showed that 
only a single real leakage, nameiy, the 
plans of the fortresses, had occurred at 
the time of his arrest. The document 
known as ‘‘Cette canai:ile de D—,” he ex- 
plained, was contemporaneous with this 
leakage. 

“It has been said,’ continued the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘that I made a mistake on this 
point and confounded the document with 
another containing the initial alone.

RIOTS DISTURB CLEVELAND. 


Most Serious Disorders of the Strike 
Occurred Last Night. 
Cleveland, O., August 29.—Rlioting and 
disorder broke out tonight in connection 
with the strik® on the lines of the big 
Consolidated street railway and four cars 
were nearly demolished, while the crew 
were compelled. to flee for their lives. It 
was only after determined efforts on the 
part of thirty policemen under Captain 
Bradley that order wag finally restored. 
The first rioting occurred on Centeal 
avenue,’ about 6 o’clock. Working men 
were returning home from the factories 
and mills in the vicinity, and a mob of 
several hundred people soon gathered and 
the lawless element began to stone two 
cars that were passing. The motormen 
and ponductors were pulled from the 
cars and only succeeded in escaping after 
passing through a gantlet of. rocks and 
stones, one motorman being badly injured. 
A third car came up and the crew was 
neatly mobbed by the now frantic crowd. 
The front and rear vestibules of all the 
cars were demolished; while every win- 

was broken. 

Later in the evening a mob of about 3,000 
people gathered at the corner of Central 
and Lincoln avenues, which is a residence 
portion of the city. The crew of this car 
was saved from serious injury by the ar- 
rival of the police It is expected many 
arrests will follow the outrages.

Senator Vest Sees a Growing Senti- 


ment Against It. 

New York, August o9,—A special from 
Toronto says that Senator Vest, of Mis- 
sourl, now in Toronto, has been inter- 
viewed on American politics. He referred 
to President McKinley's speech at Ocean 
Grove, laying down the administration's 


policy as to expansion. 

Mrs. Vest said the expansion question 
is causing misgivings in many states. 
Many Prominent democrats are in sympa- 
thy with the policy, while many leading 
republicans are opposed to it. How im- 
portant these differences of opinion are 
will not be known until after election. 
Expansion is not regarded favorably in 
the southern states, where there is great 
outcry against the fruit importers from 
Porto Rico and Cuba, The imperialists 


say these islands are great markets for 
American manufacture. 

“This is an illusory view,” sald Mr. 
Vest, “and at best a prediction.” 

As to the coming campaign Mr. Vest 
says the silver question is by no means 
a dead issue. It was never more prom!- 
nent as an isue than it is today. This 
is shown by the Tammany demonstra- 
tion of July 4th, when Mr. Hogg made 
his famous speech. In the west and 
south the silver agitation Is more deter- 
mined fhan in 1896, and this question 
will be a leading issue next year and 
it is more than likely that it will receive 
more popular support than it did three 
years ago.

Prominent Texan Tells of Disastrous

Since then the drought 
has killed 25 per cent more of this up- 
land cotton. The scour of the flood left 
the roots bare. At least one-half of this 
upland cotton is lost beyond redemption.” 
‘How about cotton in the bloom?’ 
Colonel Giddings said: “All on bottom 
lands was flooded. We ha@® more than 
twenty Inches of rain, creeks were swo!l- 
len as bad as the river.

There is no whatever why 
there should be any misunderstanding 
in regard to the Grady hospital. It is 
an institution that carries out and ful- 
fils the terms of a very high mission. 
It was established because it Was a ne- 
cessity, and in its establishment the 


reason 


utmost care has been taken to preserve 
its special character, to prevent as far 
as possible all mistakes likely to per- 
vert the grand charity on which it was 
based, and to promote the best inter- 
ests of those who might stand in need 
of its ministrations. 

Now the main feature of the institu- 
tion is the fact that it is an emergen~ 
cy hospital. It is not a home for in- 
curables: its plan does not provide for 
the reception and treatment of what 
are known as chronic ailments; and in 
furtherance of its special character its 
doors are closed to contagious diseases. 
Its projectors and the pu glge generally 
felt that the endowment which had 
been secured could be put to the best 


use by establishing a hospital for the 


treatment of emergent cases requiring 
instant attention, and of diseases cur- 
able by means of expert medical at- 
In communities of larger population 
and resources, there are homes for 
incurables and hospitals devoted to 
particular diseases; 
but the Grady hospital is devoted to 
the reception of emergent cases, and 
to the treatment of curable diseases. 
Once this fact is clearly understood, 
there will be less room for miscon- 
ception and misunderstanding on the 
part of the public. We could wish, 
indeed, that this admirable institution 
had a wider scope, as well as a larger 
endowment; and the time will un- 
doubtedly come when it will be en- 
enlarged both as to its capacity and 
its character; but since conditiong are 
what they are, there is small excuse 
for any individual, or any large part 
of the public to conceive the hospital 
to be what it is not. 

It should be said, too, that neither pub- 
lic nor private concerns are free from 


the possibility of mistakes. No matter |

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Bishop Holsey on the Race Problem. 


Editor ‘Constitution—In reading Mr. John 
Temple Graves's article on ‘‘The Race and So- 
clal Problem,’’ in The Constituion of the 30th 
of April, I believe he has suggested the only 
present practical plan by which the. so- 
called negro problem can be solved. And if 
you will permit me, I wish to say a few words 
respecting this matter, not for irritation nor 
friction, but to show that Mr. Graves, in his 
far-seeing mind, presents the only solution of 
the problem. Not that Mr. Graves’s sugges- 
tion is new, but that it is the best thing to be 
done. Mr. Graves says: 

“But the truth which Nes beyond and above 
all these temporizing experiments and sug- 
gestions is the great central truth which I 
have been preaching for years—that separa- 
tion is the logical, the ‘nevitable, the only se- 
lution of this great problem of the races. 

“Thomas Jefferson sald so. Abraham Lin- 
coln said so. Daniel Webster said so. Henry 
Grady believed it. Bishop Turner, the ablest 
leader of his race, believes and advocates this 
policy, and I believe, and have advocated it 
for ten years in every section of the republic, 
and the people of the south, white and black, 
would be amazed to know the magnitude of 
the indorsement and approval which meets 
the proposition everywhere. 

“These two opposite and inherently antago- 
nistic races cannot grow up side by side on 
equal terms of law and position in the same 
territory. There is not a Hne of history that 
justifies the hope or the faith that they may. 
Every faint hope that tranquillity breeds or 
pnilanthropists foster, or politicians encourage, 
has time and again been withered in a hun- 
dred recurring crisis like this, and if people 
were not biind or stupid or asleep, they would 
realize the fact written in history, ethnology 
and science that opposite races are inherently 
and universally antagonistic, and cannot share, 
and have never shared In peace and equality 
since the world began, any country or govern- 
ment created by God or fashioned by man. 

“The politicians and the apathy behind them 
may postpone the solution for a while longer, 
but sooner or later the wisdom of the fathers 
and the purpose of the Almighty will pre- 
vail. 

‘For the negro’s best interests and for his 
own development, no less than for our own 
tranquillity and peace, it is to be hoped thit 
the day may hasten to its coming.’’
